WAR ARMY BILL IN ABEYANCE 


Senators Cannot Agree on Roosevelt 


Volunteers; Talk of Compromise. 


Washing-ton, D. C., May 7. — Con- } 


ferees on the war army bill in a four | 
hour discussion today failed to recon- I 
cile the differences between the bill' 
as it passed the two houses and ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 
A decided 


difference of opinion arose over the 
senate amendment which would permit 
Colonel Roosevelt to take an expedi- 
tionary force to France and unless It 
is smoothed out the bill may have to 
go back to the two houses for further 
action. 


Other points of difference Include 


the prohibition amendment Inserted 
by the senate and the age limit of men 
subject to the selective draft. 
The 


senate bill fixes the limit between 21 
and 27 and the house between 21 
and 40. 


Although there was talk tonight of 


a compromise by which the senate

BROWN GIVES IN 
ONLOCALOPTION 


Withdraws Amendment Th»l 


Angered Governor Whitman 


HEEDS PUBLIC OPINION 


But Thinks Better Results Would 


Obtain From His Amended 


BUI of Friday 


Albanv. May 7. — Majority Leader 


Elon R Brown and most of the Re- 
publican seiiatoia who assisted him in 
amending the Hill-Wheeler local op- 
tion bill last Friday surrendered to 
Governor Whitman tonight and with- 
drew from the measure the amend- 
ment which aroused the anger of the 
executive, the introducers and the Re- 
publican assemblymen. This amend- 
ment would have required the voters 
to determine the sale of liquor by 
vot- 


ing on one question of complete pro- 
hibition rather than submitting' four 
separate propositions relating to the 
sale of hquor by saloons, bottle goods- 
stores, pharmacies!, and hotels. 


The action was taken upon motion 


of Senator Brown that Friday's vote 
be reconsidered. 
All the Republican 


members present, except Senator Ot- 
tinger of New York, voted in the af- 
firmative, but the Democrats solidly 
maintained their former position and 
opposed reconsideration. 


Senator Brown said that he was not 


a. believer in local option as an effec- 
tive means of regulating the liquor 
traffic, but he was satisfied from the 
opinion of the Governor, the assem- 
bly, many senators, and a great manv 
of the state's citizens that there -was 
a demand for local option legislation. 
"I did not believe," he said, "that 


the submission of four questions in 
blindfold language in large communi- 
ties was a fair way to take a referen- 
dum. 
I believe better results would 


be obtained by submitting: one ques- 
tion. An announcement by the Ex- 
ecutive, however, created the opinion 
that the amended bill would be ve- 
toed and that the local option 
bill 


would fail because of a difference over 
the matter of detail. I cannot be a 
party to anything of that sort. 
It 


would be unwise on the part of the 
senators not to yield in the matter 
rather than to involve them Jn a quat 
rel, especially at a time when the na- 
tion is facing a grave crisis. 


"I regret very much to say that there 


has been a reMval of a practice -which 
I thought had entirely gone by, namelv 
in calling off the party leaders In dif- 
ferent parts of the state to force sen- 
ators to vote contrary to their judg- 
ment." 


Senators Odgen L. Mills 
of 
New 


York, and Henry M. Sage of Albany 
supported Senator Brown's motion, but 
both declared that their own opinion 
had not changed. They also criticised 
the alleged action of the governor and 
Republican State Chairman George A. 
Glynn, in trying to coerce the senate's 
procedure. 


Minority Leader Robert F. Wagner 


chided Republicans for yielding to the 
wishes of the governor and the party 
leaders. 
"We see the big men of the 


senate," he sp.id, "giving way to the 
little hosslets on a purely moral ques- 
tion." 


"I don't believe there has been any 


coercion except the coercion of public 
opinion," said Senator George Thom- 
son of Niagara Falls. 


The bill will be called up tomorrow 


for passage in the same form in which 
it came from the assembly tvith the 
addition of two amendments agreed 
to by all factions.

On seven and on* half 
million acres we raised 181,000,000 
bnshels. The price of barley will war- 
rant » large increase in the acreage 
this year.

APPARATUS TO FIGHT 
GAS. 


Expert* Declare It Superior to Any en 


European Battlefields. 


Experts of the bureau of mines are 


designing an apparatus to comba 
noxious gases, which. It la declared: 
promises to be superior to any now lu 
use on the European battlefields. 
De- 


tails of the Invention, however, are 
being withheld for obvious reasons. 


Announcement that the bureau's ex- 


perts are at work on the design was 
made in connection, with a repor 
which is being rushed to completion 
in response to inquiries from the war 
and navy departments for information 
as to the best types of apparatus to be 
used In combating iiosloua gases. 


Bureau experts declare that the 


wearing of tUe present types of oiy 
gen rescue apparatus involves grave 
danger, owing to the fact that the 
makers have as yet failed to sicet 
satisfactorily certain, mechanical and 
physiological needs In construction. 
They point out these dangers and sug- 
gest ways In which, they may be elimi- 
nated. 


"While this report Is primarily of 


interest to the mining industry and is 
meant as a measure for the improve- 
ment in the oxygen apparatus used in 
saving life at mine disasters," said the 
statement, "It cornea at such a time 
as to be of great value to the army 
nnd nary in their need of apparatus 
to protect the lives of their men in 
warfare." 


Immigrant* and th» Birth Rat*. 


Tho figures gi. ~i out by the census 


bureau showing what is described as an 
astonlbhmgly higher birth rate among 
foreign born Americans than among 
native Americans are perhaps not so 
astonishing nfter all. 


It is common knowledge that the 


families of foreign born pa.-euts are 
larger than purely American families. 
It is safe to say that they have been 
for many years, though the figures now 
published are the first "ver made by 
the national government, but persons 
who are distinctly American in their 
feeling, habits, prejudices, customs and 
thinking continue to govern America, 
and lead the American people. 


That the more rapid Increase of the 


elements brought Into tue population 
by recent immigration will hnve a tend- 
ency to uuamerlcanlze America is an 
assumption that lacks support In na- 
lonal experience.

In 
view of the contents of this article and 
the statement that the police of your 
city have not interpreted the state law 
relative to commercial licenses for mo- 
tor vehicles to mean that those mo- 
torists who occasionally ue« their cars 
for the conveyance of farm products 
to market or the hauling back of gro- 
ceries or other commodities must take 
out commercial licensee and that The 
Star haa the authority of Chief, Bllz- 
ard that the force has no thought of 
interfering with this use of pleasure 
cars I feel constrained to write you in 
regard to my experience with a mem- 
ber of the polle« force of your city. 
On April 5, last, In company with my 
wife, I drove to Oneonta In my flve- 
passenger Dodge touring car. While 
there 
I 
purchased from Arthur M. 


Butts an Incubator for my own per- 
sonal use. 
The Incubator was placed 


In rny car by the employes of Mr. 
Butt*, In front of hi* place of business 
and I then stepped Into the store to 
finish the transaction of my business. 
On my return 
to 
my ear I found 


Policeman Brown In conversation with 
my wife. He asked if 1 wan not aware 
of the fact that I did not hav the right 
to use my pleasure car for commercial 
purposes without taking out a com- 
mercial license, and in substance by 
having this incubator in my car I was 
\iolatins the law. I replied that I was 
unaware that I was violating any law 
by carrying home in my machine an 
article that I had purchased in Orse- 
onta for my own use. 
Officer Brown 


thereupon Informed me. that I did not 
have such a, right and told me he 
would" not make me any trouble this 
time but not to let it happen again. 
While this conversation 
was taking 


place 
a 
number 
of 
persons—all 


strangers to me—congregated to see 
and hear what was going on. One of 
the bystanders asked Officer Brown if 
he did .>ot have the right to corr.o to 
Onoonta, put a bag of feed in his car 
nnd take it home without having a 
commercial license and this man waa 
informed by Officer Brown that if he 
persisted in such practice ha (Brown) 
would have to pull him. 


I have told several of my neighbors 


of my experience on the occasion above 
referred to. This 
information 
was 


given to my neighbors not for the pur- 
pose of criticising the officer, as I as- 
sumed he was doing his duty, but for 
the sole purpose of putting my friends 
on guard against possible trouble, or 
nt least being stopped or cautioned by 
the police while in your city for the 
purpose of making purchases of com- 
modities for their own use as such 
acts arc almost of daily occurrence.

When the superdreadnought New 


Mexico was launched In the New 
York navy yard the other day the bljr- 
gcst ship In the United States nary 
took to the waters. There was a mark- 
ed difference this time /rotu previous 
launchlngs at the navy yard. Tlie last 
dreadnought launched there was the 
Arizona in June, 1915, when thousands 
of invitations Issued resulted tn a mul- 
titude of spectators being on hand. This 
time the spectators were confined to 
the naval officials and tlie governor's 
party from Xew Mexico, numbering 
only about 300 Instead of the 30,000 
who saw the Arizona slip from the 
ways. 


The Arizona is 60S feet long and 


of about 3,000 tons less displacement 
than the New Mexico. The New Mesl- 
co has the same armament, however, 
In her main battery, twelve fourteen- 
Ineli guns. Her speed Is expected to 
be better than twenty-one knots. 


There has been no dlspostlon on the 


part of the navy <Jer'nrfnacnt to con- 
ceal the facts about the new battle 
ship, official announcement having beerj 
sent out giving the principal measure- 
ments of the ship and particulars as 
to her complement, etc. 


Statiatica of th« Warship. 


The principal dimension? of the new 


dreadiiaiiRht are as follows: Length, 
624 feet; breadth, extreme, to outside 
of armor. 97 feet 4V& Inches; displace- 
ment. Sil.OOO tons; mean draft, 30 feet. 
Her armament consists of twelve four- 
teen, inch guns, twenty-two five-inch, 
four three-launders, four anti-aircraft 
guns and two torpedo tubes. She will 
be manned by 36 officers aud 1,141 men. 


The Xew Mexico is a sister ship of 


the Mississippi, recently launched at 
the yards of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock company, and of 
the Idaho, still on the ways nt the 
works of the New York Shipbuilding 
company nt Cam den, N. J. The keel of 
tho New Mexico wns laid on Oct. H, 
191C5. Although her construction hn<3 
been materially delayed, due to diffi- 
culty and delays in obtaining- material 
and the scarcity of skilled labor. It is 
expected to iintah her within the thirty- 
six months allowed by the con trad. 
When launched she was about 07 per 
cent completed. 


The navy yard is a busy place these 


^days, with between fl.OOO and 7,000 
'men employed. A short time after the 
launching of the New Mexico prepara- 
tory plans for the construction of the 
new supprdreadnaught Tennessee were 
begun. She will be fctiii more powerful 
than the New Mexico. 


The No«v Mexico will burn oil exclu- 


sively and will be tho first battleship 
built by any nation equipped with the 
electric drive. This system of propul- 
sion has been thoroughly tried out In 
service on the collier Jupiter and has 
proved extremely satisfactory. 


It lias been pointed out by naval 


critics that the main battery arma- 
ment apparently is not as powerful 
as that of t'ae Queen Elizabeth and 
other modem fighting ships of the 
British navy, but that an inch differ- 
ence in the b',% gun caliber could not

OT since the outbreak of tbe Eu- 


ropean war, into the vortex of 
ivhicli German ruthlessnesa has 


drawn the United States, has there 
been a conference between leaders of 
different nations so significant as that 
now In progress In Washington. 


The greatest men of England and 


France, together with representatives 
from Italy and Russia, are laying be- 
fore President Wilson, Secretary Lan- 
ding and the military chiefs of Uncle 
Bam all the information they have ac- 
cumulated through nearly three years 
of thS bitterest struggle the world has 
ever Known. Marshal Joffre, the grand 
old man of Trance, has told our offi- 
cials tba ex:.ct situation on the battle 
lines of France and Belgium and has 
made known the chances that our al- 
lies have of expelling the Teutonic 
troops and of attaining a victorious 
peace, attaining the downfall of au- 
tocracy anti the establishment of de- 
mocracy throughout all of Europe. 


To Lend Our Money. 


Mot only have the military phases of 


the fight against the Hohenzollerns been 
discussed and revealed, but the finan- 
cial condition of our allies has been 
expounded to Secretary McAdoo and 
other officials. The United States has 
been told by these representative Eng- 
lishmen and Frenchmen how our tre- 
mendous resources — men, money, mu- 
nitions, ships and food -may best be 
employed to force the kaiser to bow 
before superior forces, armed both with 
might and right The importance of 
these conferences is fully demonstrat- 
«d by the caliber of tbe men our allies 
have sent to our shores, even taking a 
risk similar to that which resulted In 
the death of one of England's greatest 
men— Earl Kitchener. 


"Our" Joffre.1 


Marshal Joffre is the only man in 


France since the close of the Franco- 
Prussian war in 1870 who has been, au- 
thorized to bear the illustrious title of 
marshal of France, and this distinction 
was conferred on him by unanimous 
Bcti»n of the French chamber in grate- 
ful recognition of his splendid services 
«s a military leader in what probably 
was the most critical moment in 
Prench history. His officers and sol- 
fliers, however, scarcely know him by 
the distinguished title; to them he has 
been "Our Joffre" or "Grandpa" since 
he led them to victory on the Marne 
«nd finally turned the tide of the Ger- 
man Invasion. 


Yet these familiar nicknames never 


conveyed to the French mind any sense 
of wealtness. Beloved as he was by 
his soldiers, Joffre is, in fact, a strict 
disciplinarian. His main concern, aft- 
er making all of his dispositions to se- 
cure victory, has been the protection 
of the li\ es of his men. This was il- 
lustrated in a small but important man- 
ner early in the war when he ruthless- 
ly disregarded the traditional French 
love for the famous red trousers and 
had them discarded for the present 
blue uniform. 


Joffre was commander in, chief of the 


French army at tho beginning of the 
war, and he remained in that position 
until December last, when he gave 
Place to General Nivelle to become mar- 
shal and military adviser of the gov- 
ernment. 


In responding again to the call of ac- 


tive duty his services are placed at the 
disposal of the American people, whom 
he comes to advise in the best way of 
organizing, disciplining, equipping and, 
perhaps, transporting to Europe the 
Greatest army which this country has 
sver called into being. 


The marshal was born in 1852 at 


Rivesaltes, in the Pyrenees, of parents 
W the middle station of life. At seven- 
teen ho became a student in the great 
•French military school, the Ecole Poly- 
technique. The Franco-Prussian war 
la 1870 found him a sublieutenant in 
we artillery defending a Paris fort. 
After the war he devoted some tune to 
sngineering work?, and these carried 
aim into Indo-Cbina, Formosa «nd 
»frica. In the Timbuktu campaign he 
(«d a charge which gained him a lleu- 
•"nant colonelcy and the Legion of Hon- 
* distinction. His thorough mastery 
W- military science brought him rapid 
t>romotion' and ln J9H be was vice

He has the reputation of being one of 
the most fervent and eloquent of 
French orators and also has attained 
distinction as a journalist, writing 
many articles for the ^reat French dai- 
Uea. 


Became Prime Minister In 1914. 
On June 14, 1914, Viviani succeeded 


Gaston Doumerjrue as president of the 
council of ministers and minister of 
foreign affairs. 
In that dual capacity 


he accompanied President Polncare on 
a special mission to Russia, and only 
four days after their return to Paris 
war was declared on France by Ger- 
many. It was primarily because Vivi- 
ani was « member of President Pom- 
care's cabinet when, the war broke out 
that he has been retained, notwith- 
standing the mutations of Drench poli- 
tics. Involving extensive -hanges in 
the cabinet. The French people felt 
that to permit him to retire might be 
construed as evidence cf their disap- 
proval of France's entry into the war. 
Besides, there was the immense per- 
sonal popularity of the man himself. 


Vice Admiral Chocheprat. 


Vice Admiral Chocheprat is dean of 


the French vice admirals and has a 
rank as high as can be obtained In the 
French navy, as there is no admiral. 
He is a practical sailor, -with a most 
Intimate knowledge of naval construc- 
tion and ordnance, and it is said he 
knows as much of submarine warfare 
as any other man in the French navy. 
Several of the devices which have 
proved to be of notable service In en- 
trapping these underwater craft are 
believed to have been originated by 
Admiral Chocheprat. Consequently he 
la the one man above all others in the 
French navy whom the American navy 
general board was anxious to meet and 
consnlt on the destruction of German 
•submarines. 


Marquis de Chambnm. 


Americans hold in high esteem Mar- 


quis de Chambrun, a member of tbe 
chamber of deputies, because he is a 
grandson of Lafayette of Revolution- 
ary fame. He was born in Paris June 
11, 18G5, and after studying law he 
entered politics and was in 1898 elect- 
ed deputy for the department of Lo- 
zere, which he has represented ever 
since. 
He centered his interests on 


foreign affairs and has become a nota- 
ble authority in that line. One of his 
chief interests is the cultivation of a 
scheme of intercourse between the par- 
liaments of various countries. 


Simon, Authority on Financei. 
M. Simon, Inspector of finances, has 


an enviable reputation In France as an 
authority on iinance. For a long time 
ho was stationed in Mexico trying to 
adjust tho extensive financial interests 
of French citizens in that country. He 
is also well known in financial circles 
of the United States. 


M. Hovelacque, Inspector of public 


instruction, Is well known in educa- 
tional circles in America. He Is a 
graduate of the highest French univer- 
sity and is a great admirer of Ameri- 
can institutions, particularly of the 
public school system. He has paid 
more than a dozen visits to the United 
States, the last only a year ago, mak- 
ing a special study of educational 
problems. 


Surgeon-Major Dreyfus is not the fa- 


mous Major Dreyfus whose case near- 
ly disrupted the French army some 
years ago. He was a private practic- 
ing physician at the beginning of the 
war when called into military service 
and attached closely to the person of 
General Joffre, whom he has accompa- 
nied on every trip to England, Italy 
and elsewhere. 


The men composing the British com- 


mission are equally representative of 
their nation. Arthur J. Balfour is the 
best known among these.

ley, we will say that this is rather a 
difficult thing to give because the 
yield sometimes depends more upon 
the threshing record. However, the 
average yield of pedigreed barley of 
members of the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment Association Tras in 1913, 31 bush- 
els, 1914, 33.3 bushels. 1915, 37.5 bush- 
els. The yield for 1915 is the average 
from over 260 members reporting. 
Some of the highest ones are as fol- 
lows: 60, 57, 56, 55, 53 and 45 bushels. 


"It is impossible to state what has 


been the highest yield in Wisconsin, 
but I think some of these yields for 
last year, which was a very good bar- 
ley season, are quite reasonable, but 
do not doubt though that there may be 
larger yields than these, but I have 
no knowledge of them."—J. J. Gar- 
lend.

Yet 
few laymen are familiar with this, ac- 
cording to Carl W. Grimm of Cincin- 
nati, speaking on "The Realm of 
Scales." Mr. Grimm lamented the Jg- 
norance of the millions who persist In 
the contention that music is no longer 
susceptible of a single original note— 
that In a short tune no new tunes Trill 
appear because every possible varia- 
tion, will have been made use of. 


"No great composer"—Mr. Grimm 


paused a moment and then repeated by 
way of emphasis—"no really great com- 
poser, I Bay, nas yet complained that 
the resources of music have been ex- 
hausted. 
The present day composer 


fails to realize that any scale may be 
turned Into a monstrosity through Im- 
proper treatment, •which explains the 
great majority of our popular music. 
Scales are not the product of imagina- 
tive inspiration; each mast be consid- 
ered as a scientific achievement, and 
its pitch should be carefully and ex- 
actly determined through the applica- 
tion of certain fixed laws which form 
the backbone of all true music." 


Mr. Grimm made It clear that music 


instead of being the most primitive has 
evolved into the most complex art 
known to twentieth century civiliza- 
tion.—Xew York Post

OUSEWIVES in many «eseg can 


reduce the 
COSE of supplying 


tkelr tables without reducing the 


nutritive value of the food served by 
giving more thought than usually is 
given to the selection, preparation and 
combination of foods. In fact, where 
carelessness has been the rule (and 
carelessness is not related to the size 
of the income) the specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture say careful planning may make 
possible both a reduction of cost and 
an Increase In nutritlveness and pala- 
tability. 


If any changes are to be brought 


about to the menu to which a family 
has been accustomed, however, by 
eliminating certain articles or substi- 
tuting less expensive ones, care should 
be taken that the resulting diet is ra- 
tional—that Is. that it does not contain, 
on the one hand, too great a proportion 
of foods of any one. type, such as meats 
and meat substitutes, or starch, sugars 
and fats, or vegetables and fruits, and 
t,bat, on the other hand, it is not de- 
ficient in any of the.se types of food 


Should Eat a Variety. 


In general, habit and custom, shaped 


by normal appetites, have led to the 
general adoption of adequate and va- 
ried diets in most families where the 
means are butliclent for any range of 
choice. Thus when meat, a food rich 
In nitrogen, in eaten, potato, rice, bread 
or .some other starchy food and fruits 
and ve^ctable.s and perhaps foods of 
the other types usually are served with 
it. If a person's food habits are good 
he will cat a reasonable quantity of 
all the foods provided and obtain a 
varied meal and not a one sided one, 
as might otherwise bo the case. 


The list or foods given at the end of 


this article nre, Intended to show differ- 
ent types of food and different exam- 
ples of each type. If the foods com- 
bined in the diet nre chosen according 
to these types—that is, according to 
the purpose each group serves in the 
body—and are eaten in proper propor- 
tion, the meals will furnish all the 
kinds of nourishing elements which 
the body needs. 
The five types or 


groups are: 


First.—Foods depended upon for min- 
eral matter, vegetable ncida and body reg- 
ulalinK BubstiU'ces, such as fruits and suc- 
culent v est tab1* s. 


Second.—Foods depended upon for pro- 


tein, euch as millt. eggs, meat and dried 
ICSUrnes. 


Third —Foods depended upon for starch, 


such ns cereal 
Lren.lcfast foods, Hours, 


zneals nnd foods made from them. 


Fourth.—Foods depended upon for susrar, 


such 33 eUKar. molasses, siiups, honey, 
jams, thick jueserves, dried fruits, aweet 
cakes nnd dessert 


Fifth.—Foods depended upon for fat, 


such us uuLtcr. cream, &.i!ad oil and other 
tiiblo fnta. lard, suet and other cooking 
fats and oils, salt ,»orlc and bacon. 


Must Have Some of Each. 


In order that the meals may supply 


all the needed nutritive elements, one 
must make sure that nil groups are 
well represented, not necessarily at ev- 
ery meal, but when the family diet Is 
considered day by day and week in 
and week out. Quantities should vary, 
particularly of the energy yielding 
foods, for per?"u« engaged in differ- 
ent 
pursuits necessitating 
different 


amounts of exercise. The heavier the 
>vork tho more food Is needed. 
In 


planii'ii£ meals In accordance with the 
method hcie suggested choose only a 
few dishes and make hure that the dif- 
ferent groups are represented in the 
dally fare. Foods In groups 1 and 3 
arc less expensive, as a rule, than 
those In group 2 and for this and other 
reasons should be used freely a* 
tho basis of the diet, •with siifliclent 
amounts of luods fiom groups 2, -4 and 
o to round out the meals. Kemeinber 
that the materials used in cooking or 
served v i t h foods—Hour, eggs, milk, 
fut. Mi'jar. etc—add their food value 
to the diet. Kernombor also that It is 
not no'xessar\ to Mipply all the types 
of food at every meal, providing enough 
of cich Is supplied in the course of 
the day. 
For example. If the foods

— n'oat. e££'', mliu, etc.—are found In 
abumbince »> hrenkfn-t and dinner it 
Is not necessarj to include them at 
supper or lunch, or if a person prefers 
B light breakfast he may leave out the 
iiitrosien rich rood and perhaps some 
of the other foods In the morning and 
make up for It at the noon nnd even- 
Ing meaN. lu the'follow ing lists dishes 
suitable for the different meals are

Breakfast. 


Breakfast Is a much more elaborate 


meal in some American families than 
in others. Where it is hearty all five 
of the food croups may bo represented, 
t'lonah usnnlh in dishes which do not 
require elaborate preparation nnd with 
more from the bread and cereal group 
than from any other 
When a lighter 


breakfast Is preferred it usually con- 
sists mainly of the bread and cereal 
foods ,group :u, with a little fat and 
possibly sncar (croups fi and 
-4) to 


make It palatable, and perhaps n little 
fruit (group »> 
Such a breakfast Is 


made more hearty by Including milk 
or «n egg from the protein group 
(group Si.

If preferred, sweet dried fruits, jam or

Be- 
cause of their laxative properties as 
well as food value succulent fruits are 
eaten for breakfast and are particular!;- 
desirable If vegetables and other fruits 
are not freely used at other meals. 
2. — Breakfast Cereals and Breads. 


Breakfast Cereals. — Cornmeal mush, 


cracked wheat mush, oatmeal mush, 
rice or other cereals. "Wheat raised on 
the faria or bought from a nearby feed 
store and coarsely ground in a coffee 
mill is a good homemade cereal. So is 
popcorn. 


Breads.— Graham bread, wholewheat 


bread, wheat flour and rice bread, muf- 
fins, popovers, griddleeakes, etc. With 
bread, butter (representing group 5) 


i would usually bo served and some- 
times with griddlecakes, butter and 
sirup (representing group 4) also. 
3.— Eggi, Meat, Milk ; Similar Foods 


Eggs (scrambled, 
boiled, poached, 


etc.;, egg toast, meat balls, codfish 
balls, hash (from leftover or corned 
meat; and milk. 


Milk taken with breakfast cereals or 


used as a beverage Is an important 
source of nitrogenous material, a glass 
supplying us much as two ounces of 
lean meat or one egg. Cooking cereals 
with milk Instead of -water is a con- 
venient way of adding nitrogenous ma- 
terial to the meal. 


4. — Sugar and Other Sweets. 


Sugar, sirup, molasse*. honey, thick 


dried fruits, jam and heavy preserves. 
Sugar, honey, molasses or sirups arc 
usually added to other foods in cook- 
ing or when they are eaten. 
Dried 


fruits Way be cooked with cereal and 
so may take the place of sugar added 
to them. This group serves much the 
same purpose in the body as group 
3, but is ordinarily nsed in smaller 
quantities and Is important for flavor 
purposes as well as nutritive material. 


5. — Butter and Similar Foods. 
Cream, butter nnd other fats used 


In cookery, bacon, fat pork. 


With the exception of fat meats, the 


fat foods are usually eaten with oth- 
er foods or used hi them or in cooking 
them. 


luncheon or Supper. 


Luncheon or supper may include 


dishes from all five groups, but in sim- 
pler form or smaller quantity than at 
dinner, though such an elaborate incal 
is by no means necessary. If n light 
luncheon la desired group 2 (meats and 
similar foods) may be omiued-or used 
in smaller amounts, or if a still lighter 
menl Is desired dessert (represented by 
group 1 or group 4) may be omitted 
also. When the other meals are abun- 
dant both meat and sweets or fruit 
might be omitted and bread and but- 
ter or bread or cereal and milk used 
alone. 


Eggs, Meat, Fish and Cheese. 
Kgcs; thick dried beau noup (soy or 


toco beans or cowpeas, if obtainable, 
nre as desirable as navy or other beans 
rnoro commonly used), meat stock soup; 
toasted cheese and crackers: chipped 
beef with white sauce — i. c., thickened 
milk 5>auce; diied beans or peas baked 
or boiled; baked peanut or other nut 
loaf (ground or chopped and mixed 
with breadcrumbs, an egg. milk and 
seasoning): meat stew- or pie (leftover 
meat or cheap cuts) or cudflsh balls:

day}; cold baked or boiled be. in salad, 
canned or fresh flsh salad (if tish niu\ 
be obtained che.'iplyi; stuffed epg*, 
ecrcr. nut, cheese (often used in made 
dishes or with crackers in place of 
sweet dessert) or meat sandwiches or 
milk.

When this is 
done care must be taken to supply 
fruits and greens In order that mineral 
matter and fruit and vegetable acids 
may not be lacking. 
Breads, Biscuits and Similar Foods.
